The Outstanding Chapter Awards were established by the 1956 Con- 
vention. They were renamed in honor of Secretary- Treasurer R.C. Matthews 
who died in 1978. They recognize outstanding chapter achievement during 
a school year in two areas of work—the accuracy and promptness of reports 
to headquarters, and the service value to the chapter and its college and 
community of projects and activities. 

The Most Improved Chapter Awards were established by the 1971 
Convention. They were renamed in honor of Secretary-Treasurer Emeritus 
RobertH. Nagel. They recognize and encourage major improvement in total 
chapter performance in one year as compared with previous years. 

Selection of the winning chapters in the two award programs is made by 
a committee of delegates to the Convention, with assistance from the 
headquarters staff. 

The purpose of involving student delegates in the Outstanding Chapter 
and Most Improved Chapter Awards judging is to advise them of the many 
fine projects being undertaken by Tau Beta Pi chapters around the country. 
Dissemination of information about them by the delegates to their chapters 
is important.
